9 . AQHir PROSPECTS ; Wo have continued our newspaper advertising cainpaige 
during the quarter. The response to the several ad vertl semen ts we placed 
seeking part-time workers was substantial; about 100 replies were received. 
Project Casa Officers read the replies and sorted them into categories of 
desirability, and contacted those persons who appeared most promising. This 
program has continued to furnish a large number of leads. In eddltion, we are 
erplorlng now the possibility of reversing the process, by responding to work- 
wanted ads in the newspapers as a means of finding suitable LLD cazididates. He 
are also In the process of establishing suitable new ODIBEX cover unite, which 
will be used for case officer baelistopplng and as mailing addresses in 
connection with approaches we definitely plan to make during the coming quarter 
to PHTtIHE citizens resident in the Frankfurt area. We have found a number of 
qualified leads in this category through perusal of ODACID Pranicfurt files. In 
addition, we are going to ask once more our existing CAEATON assets to recommend 
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leada. wlw xlll be ^proachad IrtdepeiKicntly for rgoruitmant as witting LLDa, 
"Finally, In view of BOB' a reluctanoe to utilise unwittinjj lAiUs, W« Sftall 
to oonvart soew of otir preeent unwitting UDs to witting status^ In mximm’:, , 
we feel we shell be able to meet our ccwBltDente during the couing qua: ter . 

“4, OTHER MAIL FAC1IJTIE3 ; We regret to report that despite our coatlriU.ifri 
efforts, we were unable to obtain additional poet office boxes during the Ljuartc: 
W* ahaXl continue to pursue aggressively this objective), however, strA it is 
likely thAt we will be more sticcessful when si’.oh facilities become available at 
..the turn of the quarter (1 Ootobei'), In the oomir^g Cjuarter we will diversify 
our coasniiinicatlons channels between the agents and ourselves by using newl:/ 
eatabl? shed and therefore clean mliitary cover units «nd their APO facillt.ies, 
and alro by assigning sosae of our CABATOKs to safehouaos which will be aequlrcn 
^solely for this purpose and will not be uaed for agent aeetitigs. 

3BC0B1TY ; While we are fully aware of tho security SEspiloatlons o.f 
using a maas approach such aa our newspaper advsrtlssBMnt ploy in tbs 
acquisition of CABATOH assets, we believed that the T'ather heavy initial 
requlremsnta levied on us by BOB could not be satisfied by any other macum. And 
_^herefore decided to take this calculated rlak. The relative weakness of baein-:; 
our effort prlisarily on this method was again rather forcefully brought home to 
us by the CABATOH/9^ caae. Another aecurlty threat to this means of operation 
is poa<^ by the very nunber of people tdio are pitched as a result, a percentage 
of whom have naturally refused recruitawnt. He have therefore decided to put 
renewed eoq)haala on diversification in our acquisition of leads, aa outlirisd iu 
Paragraph 5 above. In addition, we are trying to increase the security of the 
operation by the replacement of post office box facilities used by CABATOUs in 
outlying areas in tranamlttlng their nail, aa desesdbed in Paragraph 4. Aside 
from the incident referred to above, we have no reason to believe that the 
present facilities are not adequately secure. 

6. PlKAMCEi; The financial records show that/ Was spent during th«) 

ounths of July and August. It is estlauted that an aaaitloinl $700.00 was 
expended during September. 

7- DETOOPHEWF AMD PLANMIHG ; We plan to Intensify our tasting of agents 
through sending an increased number of booby-trapped letters to them. This will 
serve not only aa a security measure but will also raise the aiorale of those 
_agents who presently go from one month to the next without receiving a letter 
In addition, handling teat letters will keep fresh in these egents'ninds the 
procedures thay are to follow when receiving operational letters. We shall 
continue our vigorous efforts to find and develop leads, while deemphasizing 
somewhat the newspaper approach as a means of locating them. Our tentatlvre goa . 
is to acquire approximately ten new CABATCWs during the coming qusiter. On the 
basis of past experience, we consider this number to be the irdnimum needed to 
fulfill our commitments.
